Regarding the "1 12" issues, Applicant's position is that the perforations of the present invention clearly have at least two 

diameters; first, the elongated slit 18 is directed to a preferred embodiment, and that the apertures referred to in the 

specification (e.g., see p. 6, lines 4- 10) could be circular thus providing one of the diameters, while the depression 20 

provides at least a second diameter; second, the disclosed depression itself, particularly as shown in the drawings, 

provides at least two diameters. Regarding the prior art rejection, applicant's position is that Greenwood does not teach 

or suggest perforations wherein a centeriine of each perforation is coincident with a respective radius of the domed 

portion. Mr. Dexter 's position is that the claim is not limited to such a configuration and maintains his position expressed 

in the Final rejection (paper no. 12). Mr. Gust and Mr. Ruggiero stated that the claims would be amended to further 

define the claimed invention. Mr. Dexter stated that such an amendment would likely reguire further consideration.
